Hey write from Vienna of the 17th Inftant. 

That the Emperor has nam‘d the Prince of 

Lichtenftein, Count Taun, and Count Bace- 
lini for his Commiffioners at the Diet ot Presburg 
The Fire-work that was made ro be let off at the 
Arrival ct his Imperial Majefty, rook fire accident- 
ally, Whereupon the Arienal was blown up, and fe- 
veral Men kill'd. The Departure of the Queen of 
Spain is like ro be pur off for fome time, at leaft ‘till 
the Affairs on thar fide are in a berrer Pofture. The 
Elector Palatine promifes to fend 18 Squadrons, and 
13 Barallions of his Forces to the Rhine, as foon as 
the Affairs of the Upper Palatinate are determin’d 
to his Satisfaction. The Corruzzen attempted lare- 
ly to furprize the Frontiers of Jablunka, but were 
repuls'd with great Lofs, 

Frankfort, March 27. Gelinghaufen is blockt up 
by 300 Palatines, bur the Burghers feem refolv’d to 
defend themfelvesto the laft Extremity : More Troops 
will be brought before thar Place in order to reduce 
it, the fame being made ever as a Paun to rhe B- 
lector Palatine. The French Horle lately derach’d 
for Flanders, continue their March chither. The Pro- 
teftant Conference at Arau is now begun,and its faid 
They will require a Categorical Aniwer, why the 
Ratifrcation of rhe French King, relating to the Neu- 
traliry of Neufcharel, is nor yer come. The Diffe- 
rences in the Doggenburgh encreafe, by teafon the 
Subjects of the Prince of Sr. Gall will nor fuffer the 
Proceftants to Sing Plalins in the Churches. There’s 
Advice from Breflau, that t20c0o Cuirafliers hive 
made themlelves Mafters of the Pafs of Jablunka, 
and are advanc’d within 2 Leagues of Troppau, in 
order to make an Irruption inco Silefia. 

We hear from Poland that the Plague ceates 
Cracau. The Swedes have taken the licle Town of 
Meldery. Monficur Bonoe is arriv’d at Warfaw. 

They write from Madrid of the 13th Isftanr- 
That the Duke of Orleans arriv’d there the 11th, 
and that he was five Hours in Conference with the 
King. The Armies are to take the Field vety fud- 
denly. ‘The Troops which lately landed at Barceto- 
na are fent farther into the Country. 

Leters from Paris of the 2€th fay, that all the 
Troops which are Quarter'd about Perpignan are to 
march to Bolo on the River Tech, in order to Ir- 
camp there, rill the Arrival of the Duke of Noyelles, 
whole Defign is to befiege Gironne. A Detachment 
of the Allies have defeated 450 French near Naverta,

Hague, March 30. Monfieur D’ Ayrelles the Bri- 
tith Secretary, has prefented a Memorial ro the States 
General, to thank them inthe Name of the Queen of 
Great Britain, for the Services they have done to her 
Majefty and her Kingdoms, and to affure rhem, that 
her felf, and the whole Nation will ever retain a 
giatefal fenie of them, | 

Letters from Italy fay, that fome fhocks of an 
Earthquake were lately felt at Bofilicata, and caus‘d 
fome Damage at Vigianello and other Places. The 
Scarcity of Provifions encreafes daily in Naples, 
where they continue to make valt.Preparations ro 
Invade Sicily. :
